Their stand, amo unting to a 
rejectio n o f Premier Mitchell 
Hepburn’s bitter o ppo sitio n to 
J o hn L. Lewis’ co mmitee fo r in­ 
dustrial o rg anizatio n and an ap­ 
parent repudiatio n o f their o wn 
C. I. O. o rg anizer, sent pickets 
trudg ing up and do wn in fro nt 
o f the clo sed plant fo r the 13th 
day . 
The 3,7 00 strikers lo o ked ho pe­ 
fully to Washing to n where the 
ex ecutiv e bo ard o f the United 
Auto njo bile Wo rkers o f America 
was m sessio n, co nsidering a 
sy mpathy strike in the United 
States to enfo rce the Canadian 
demands ag ainst General Mo to rs. 
The wo rkers last nig ht bo o ed 
and hissed May o r Alex Hall o f 
Oshawa, who urg ed them to ac­ 
cept a co mpany peace o ffer, de­ 
claring they were being “ duped, 
fo o led and ho o dwinked” by o ffi­ 
cials o f U. A. W. A., the C. I. O. 
affiliate. 
The settlement wo uld hav e 
g iv en them sho rter ho urs and 
hig her pay and a fo rmula re­ 
g arding unio n reco g nitio n—but 
no o utrig ht co mpany acceptance 
o f U. A. W. A. as a co llectiv e bar­ 
g aining ag ency . 
Meanwhile, tro uble brewed in 
no thern Ontario nickel and g o ld 
mines where a C. I. O. o rg anizer 
fo r the mine, mill and smelter 
wo rkers has been ho lding meet­ 
ing s. 
To ro nto o fficials o f the Mcln- 
ty re-Po rcupine a n d Ho lling er 
g o ld mines jo ined in declaring 
the o peratio ns wo uld be “ indefi­ 
nitely shut do wn” if strikes were 
called.

In a special relief messag e to - 
co ng ress, Mr. Ro o sev elt rev iewed 
the natio nal budg et situatio n in 
the lig ht o f lo wer returns fro m 
inco me tax es than were ex pected 
when the last prev io us budg et 
estimates were made in J anuary . 
He fig ured the deficit at the 
end o f this fiscal y ear wo uld be 
$2,557 ,000,000, 
an 
increase 
o f 
$309,000,000 o v er the J anuary 
fo recast.

He estimated also that at the 
end o f the 1938 fiscal y ear there 
wo uld be a net deficit o f $4 18 ,- 
000,000. His statement aro used 
talk as to whether additio nal 
tax es mig ht be called fo r at the 
nex t sessio n o f co ng ress. Admin­ 
istratio n leaders g enerally lo o k 
fo r no new tax es at this sessio n. 
Reg arding the o utlo o k nex t 
y ear the president said, “ I pro ­ 
po se to use ev ery means at my 
co mmand to eliminate this defi­ 
cit during the co ming fiscal 
y ear.”

Three 
B ritish .ships carry in g food to Bilbao were held 
u p by a blockade of rebel Span ish ships. The 
g reat B ritish dreadn au g ht Hood was sen t to the 
scen e of action to protect B ritish shippin g . There 
were reports th a t if the rebels did n ot desist 
their n av y wou ld be blown ou t of the water. 
Bu t n othin g of the kin d happen ed. The B rit­ 
ish decided th a t while they wou ld n ot perm it 
the m olestation of B ritish ships on the hig h 
seas they wou ld n ot protect these ships in side 
the Span ish three mile limit. Sin ce the Span ish 
rebels seem to con trol this three miles of w ater 
the B ritish ships were u n able to proceed w ith 
their carg oes an d Bilbao had to g o w ithou t the 
food. To all in ten ts an d pu rposes the B ritish 
backed down an d the rebels seemed to g et w hat 
they wan ted. 
At the same time Foreig n Secretary Eden in 
the British parliam en t predicted a lon g w ar in 
Spain with an u ltim ate compromise, n o side g et­ 
tin g complete con trol. 
All of this has been a cau se for w on derm en t, 
especially in v iew of the fact th a t certain propa­ 
g an dists for the Span ish loy alist cau se hav e been 
tellin g u s th a t G reat B ritain was abou t to join 
Fran ce an d Ru ssia in helpin g to cru sh the S pan ­ 
ish rebellion an d to teach Mu ssolin i a lesson a t 
the same time. 
This was predicated on the belief th a t G reat 
B ritain wou ld n ot tolerate the ex ten sion of Italy ’s 
power in to con trol of Spain becau se of the effect 
it wou ld hav e on the M editerran ean . This is u n ­ 
dou btedly a sou n d belief. At the sam e time, it 
m u st be rem em bered th a t G reat B ritain has n o 
more wish to hav e Spain con trolled by Fran ce 
an d Ru ssia th an she has by Italy . E ither horn 
of the dilemm a wou ld be u n desirable. 
While 
John Bu ll has a professed frien dship for Fran ce 
this does n ot g o so far as to wish for Fran ce an 
ex ten sion of con trol ov er Spain . This u n dou bt­ 
edly accou n ts in some m easu re for G reat B rit­ 
a in ’s action in Spain . She does n ot desire Ita l­ 
ian con trol of Spain . At the same tim e she does­ 
n ’t w an t the Fren ch an d Ru ssia to hav e charg e 
of the Iberian pen in su la. For th a t reason she 
prefers w hat Sir An thon y Eden predicts, an in ­ 
decisiv e resu lt in the Span ish rebellion . 
For cen tu ries En g lan d’s policy tow ard Eu rope 
has been to div ide an d ru le. She has in v ariably 
been ag ain st an y cou n try which g av e ev iden ce 
of becomin g too powerfu l on the con tin en t. By 
followin g this policy su ccessfu lly throu g h her 
su perb diplom atic facilities an d her n av y she has 
been able to m ain tain her position as the “boss” 
of Eu rope. For two cen tu ries or more Spain has 
been a com parativ ely weak an d helpless n ation 
in Eu rope. It su its B ritish policy th a t she re­ 
m ain weak an d helpless ra th er th an th a t she 
become a pawn of Mu ssolin i or of a powerfu l 
Ru ssia an d Fran ce. 
In attem ptin g to u n derstan d British policy 
toward the Span ish rebellion it is well to keep 
this fact in m in d: G reat B ritain thriv es on the 
prin ciple of “div ide an d ru le.” 
Rememberin g 
this will g iv e a keen er u n derstan din g of John 
Bu ll’s attitu de toward Spain . If th a t attitu de 
is to become m ilitan t it will on ly be when on e 
stron g g rou p of powers on the other is abou t to 
swallow Spain an d bu ild u p a n ew riv alry to 
British m ig ht. 


’A P P Y DAYS 
We are n ow well in to the y ear 1937, an d y et it 
beg in s to appear th a t the qu estion s of relief an d 
u n em ploy m en t hav e n ot been settled. Back in 
October, 1936, du rin g the stren u ou s day s of the 
cam paig n we were told th a t happy day s were 
really here ag ain . The smoke of prosperity belch­ 
in g from the factory chim n ey s became a cam ­ 
paig n issu e. Well, the smoke is still belchin g ,* 
w ith a few in terru ption s here an d there, du e to 
the ten den cy of som e,of the boy s to en g ag e in 
the latest fad of “sittin g down .” Bu t we hav e 
n ot elim in ated the m atter of u n em ploy m en t an d 
relief. 
In fact, William E. Green , head of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, an d g ood frien cf of the 
adm in istration , is of the opin ion , accordin g to 
the press, th a t we ou g ht to pu t pn an ev en larg er 
work relief prog ram th an we hav e at presen t. He 
tells u s th a t there are n ow 9,772,000 u n employ ed 
an d th a t we can n ot possibly cou n t on redu cin g 
the n u m ber below 7,500,000 ev en du rin g the fis­ 
cal y ear 1938. 
Of cou rse there is some disag reem en t of opin ­ 
ion as to the actu al total of bon a fide u n employ ed 
in the Un ited States. While the A. F. of L. places 
the n u m ber a t n early n in e an d three-qu arters 
million s, 
the N ation al In du strial 
Con feren ce 
Board, after an equ ally carefu l su rv ey , pu ts the 
total at a little less th an n in e million s. Perhaps 
the first thin g to fin d ou t is ju st how m an y u n ­ 
employ ed we really hav e, after hav in g deter­ 
m in ed 
ju st 
w hat 
con stitu tes 
u n employ men t. 
Then we m ig ht arriv e at some defin ite con clu ­ 
sion as to the situ ation , som ethin g which n o­ 
body as y et has been able to do. 
Bu t the lam en table poin t is th a t a t this time, 
when Presiden t Roosev elt an d respon sible con ­ 
g ression al leaders are askin g for a cu rtailm en t 
of federal spen din g in an effort to av oid the in ­ 
ev itable hig her tax es, there shou ld be other men , 
equ ally as seriou s, who thin k th a t we n eed ev en 
more work relief. Perhaps the followin g words 
from the Chicag o Daily News may be of some 
in terest relativ e to the situ ation in Illin ois: 
“Believ e it or n ot, more person s in Illin ois are 
on relief today th an at an y time du rin g the de­ 
pression . 
“In March, 1935 — the peak m on th — relief 
clien ts n u m bered 1,183,340 person s. The estim at­ 
ed cu rren t total, in clu din g direct relief, WPA an d 
old-ag e pen sion s, is 1,216,000, or approx im ately 
16 per cen t of the state ’s en tire popu lation . 
“These fig u res strike a harsh discord in the 
New Deal them e son g , ‘Happy Day s Are Here 
Ag ain .’ How lon g can the Employ ed citizen s of 
Illin ois su pport the 16 per cen t of u n employ ed? 
The cost of the three categ ories of depen den ts 
will total abou t $15,000,000 in April, an d ev ery 
pen n y of it m u st come ou t of tax es. W hether it 
comes from the state an d local g ov ern m en t 
treasu ries or frcjm the federal treasu ry is of n o 
momen t. It comes ou t of the pockets of the earn ­ 
ers.” ' 
Happy day s may be here ag ain , bu t they are 
ev iden tly n ot so felicitou s for n early ten million 
u n employ ed an d for the presen t an d poten tial 
pay er of tax es.
